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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues, in substance, that cited prior 
art, Yanai et al (USPN 6,502,205) fail to teach that an acknowledgement is sent before data is received at the second buffer device. In 
response, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Yanai et al teach acknowledgements being sent upon the completion of each sent packet- 
each write or read to the buffer device. Therefore acknowledgements are being sent before all of the packets have been received (col. 3 
line 43-67, col.15 line 55-coi.16 line 13, col.17 lines 40-59, col.18 line 21-col.19 line 11, col. 19 line 66-col.20 line 20, col.21 lines 40-67, 
col. 38 lines 11-24). Claim language does not explicitly state that for each portion or packet of data an acknowledgement is sent prior to 
the actual portion or entire packet of data being received. Furthermore, Yanai et al disclose acknowlegements sent to the host before all 
of the data is received at the secondary storage system (col.60 line 66-col.61 line 4). Therefore, Applicant's arguments are non- 
persuasive. 
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
